Reserves Lay Course 
For Year’s Activities 


The Reserve Officers’ Association has 
formulated its plans for the coming fiscal 
year and already has set to accomplish 
its aims. 

At the National Convention held re- 
cently in Springfield, Mass., the Associa- 
tion expressed itself in favor of an ade- 
quate defense program and set down cer- 
tain provisions for the carrying out of its 
work for the fiscal year 1937. These pro- 
visions are based on the belief that the 
peace, strength, security and continued 
progress of a strong nation are dependent 
upon the adequacy of their protection 
against aggression both from within and 
without and are for the furthering of the 
national defense program by maintaining 
an adequate Army, Navy and Reserve 
Corps. 

Following are some of the major aims 
of the Association for the coming year : 

1. To oppose any and all legislation that 
may be proposed which will tend to diminish, 
curtail or prevent the continuation of military 
training in any manner, directly or indirectly, 
that is now carried on by the War Depart 
ment under the provisions of the National De 
fense Act of 1916, as amended to date. 

2. To direct the incoming administration 
to investigate the possibility of securing the 
passage of military appropriation bills at 
least one year in advance of the time such 
funds are to be available. 

3. To urge the provisions of a definite 
amount in the annual War Department Ap 
propriation Bill to be applied exclusively to 
fourteen-day active duty in training for Re 
serve officers, 

1. To advocate the adequate implementing 
thereof by sufficient appropriations to bring 
about the re-armament and re-equipment of 
our Army with the most modern weapons, 
aircraft, and transport facilities, as well 
to fulfill the other objectives of the indus 
trial mobilization program.

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Camp Perry Rifle Matches 

Final plans are being completed for 
the National Rifle Matches to be held at 
Camp Verry, Ohio, beginning August 24 
and ending September 12.

Fleet at San Francisco 

It is always a gala event for San Fran- 
cisco when the Fleet comes to visit in her 
harbor and last week was no exception, 
Led by the Pennsylvania, flying the four 
starred flag of the commander-in-chief, 
Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, the battleships, 
comprising the visiting ships, made an 
imposing entrance through the Golden 
Gate, passing under the partly completed 
Golden Gate Bridge that spans the en- 
trance. The main body of the fleet ar- 
rived on July 1, being followed the next 
day by the New Mexico, flagship of Adm. 
William D. Leahy, commander-in-chief of 
the battleforce and the Maryland, under 
the command of Capt. Louis P. Davis, 

Arriving with the Pennsylvania, were 
the West Virginia, flagship of Vice Adm. 
Clarence 8. Kempff, the Idaho, flying the 
flag of Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, and 
commanded by Capt. Arthur C. Scott, the 
Texas, flagship of Rear Adm. Manley H. 
Simons, and commanded by Capt. Sher- 
wood A. Taffinder, the Arizona, flagship 
of Rear Adm. C. C. Bloch, and commanded 
by Capt. George A. Alexander, and the 
Wright, flagship of the aircraft squadron 
of the Fleet Base Force. The Pennsyl- 
vania is commanded by Capt. Russell 
Willson and the New Mexico by Capt. 
Frank Jack Fletcher. 

The battleships were escorted into the 
harbor by the destroyers Evans and De- 
catur from Destroyer Squadron 2, com- 
manded by Capt. Fred H. Poteet who in- 
cidentally recently completed a tour of 
shore duty on Yerba Buena Island in San 
Francisco Bay where he became well and 
favorably known. 

Official calls were exchanged on July 2, 
Admiral Hepburn, accompanied by all his 
flag and commanding officers, calling on 
the Commandant of the 12th Naval Dis- 
trict, Rear Ad.

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Plan Relief for Navy 
Junior Officers Only 


While the Navy General Board will 
probably not finish writing its report on 
selection before the first part of Septem- 
ber, the general character of its recom- 
mendations is now fairly well settled, the 


JOURNAL learned this week, 


The Board will propose that the present 
method of selection from lieutenant to 
lieutenant commander be modified to per- 
mit the advancement of all lieutenants 
considered qualified to perform the duties 
of a lieutenant commander, The report 
will urge that legislation be sought to 
repeal existing law requiring the passing 
over of lieutenants considered worthy of 
promotion because of percentage limita- 
tions. There will be no changes of im- 
portance recommended as to selection to 
commander and above 


Some other minor changes may be pro- 
posed by the Board, it is said, but at the 
present outlook these will not be of great 
importance and most of them may be ac- 
complished by regulation or other change 
within existing law. The one principal 
problem still not settled has to do with 
changing over from the present to the 
proposed system. In other words, what 
is to be done with the Heutenants who 
have been passed over and who are now 
marking time in that grade as their ju- 
niors go over their heads? Many of these 
officers are admittedly highly eapable offi- 
cers and something must be done for them 
under the proposed change. They would 
of course be eligible for selection under 
the provisions of the proposed change. 


One difficulty lies in the inevitable con- 
gressional reaction to any proposal which 
does not contain some special provision 
for these officers who have suffered under 
the present law. Members of Congress 
are bound to raise objections to any Navy 
Department proposal which in effect ad- 
mits the 1934 law to be a failure and in- 
volves a practical return to the old sys- 
tem without at the same time providing 
for the victims of the '34 act. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
Navy “borrow” the Army law which per- 
mits any officer with World War service 
to retire with the rank and pay of a 
major. If the former warrant officers, en- 
listed men and Reserves who entered the 
Navy after the War and who are still 
lieutenants were permitted to retire with 
the rank of lieutenant commander, it is 
believed that there would be little or no 
attempt on their part to stimulate con- 
gressional opposition 

However, there to be consider- 
able doubt as to whether the impending 
conservative recommendations of the 
General Board will settle the existing dis- 
satisfaction within the Service and in 
Congress as to the selection system, The 
Service has been looking for some remedy 
for the present unsatisfactory condition 
and if the General Board simply recom- 
mends correction of the generally ad- 
mitted mistake as to selection in the ju- 
nior ranks without solving other faults 
of the system, there is little likelihood 
that the present agitation for change will

Believed to be the 
first peace-time spy trial and conviction in the history of the United States, Thompson 
was convicted of giving vital naval secrets to a lieutenant commander of the Japanese 
Navy.

Considerable study has been completed 
by the War Department General Staff on 
the subject of a suitable dress uniform 
for the officers and enlisted men of the 
Army. The board working on the project 
has not reached a final conclusion and 
when it does there is no indication as to 
if or when it will be approved. 

The object of those interested in the 
study is to develop a uniform which can 


afford the officers and men of the Army a | 


change from their field uniform for dress 
military occasions and for evening wear. 
In spite of all attempts to “dress up” the 
olive drab uniform it is considered that 
the very color of that uniform makes it 
virtually impossible to transform it into 
a true dress uniform. Blue being the trad- 
itional Army dress color it will, without 
question, be selected if any dress uniform 
is approved. Furthermore, those inter- 
ested wish to develop a dress uniform 
that will be simple, comfortable, and not 
costly. 

It is contended that under the present 
system officers keep, in addition to their 
field service uniform, an olive drab uni- 
form of superior quality for dress pur- 
poses. This consists of a cap, coat, 
breeches, boots, spurs, chains, and a Sam 
Browne belt. A simple blue uniform with 
cap, coat and trousers could be devised, 
it is held, which would be less costly than 
the OD which normally would be held for 
dress purposes. In the case of enlisted 
men, too, it is believed that a blue would 
be developed to issue in the place of the 
present elastique uniforms at slight, if 
any, additional cost. It is recalled that 
when the present rolled collar uniforms 


were issued to the troops the entire re- | 


placement was done in about two years, 
taking unit by unit, and corps area by 
corps area,

Regardless of what is done in the mat- 
ter of the blue uniform it seems quite 
likely that the present white uniform will 
be changed from a tight fitting high collar 
coat to a more comfortable fitting coat 
with a rolled collar. In addition there is 
some suggestion that palm beach cloth be 
authorized in addition to the materials 
now authorized. Besides being more com- 
fortable and simplifying the tailoring this 
new design, it is contended, would add no 
cost to any oflicer. 

The old blue uniform has not been re- 
quired in the Army since the war. It is 
now authorized for wear but can not be 
required. The result is that very few offi- 
cers own them. It is unofficially estimated 
that les than ten percent of the officers 
possess these uniforms. The proposed 
blues would replace, in one uniform, the 
old set consisting of blue dress, full dress, 
social evening, blue and mess jacket. 

Those who favor the return of a simple 
blue dress uniform believe that the pres- 
ent use of the OD for work and dress is 
far from satisfactory and that a return to 
the blues would boost morale and esprit. 
Furthermore, they assert that the re- 
quirement of blues enable the command- 
ing officer to really prescribe suitable uni- 
forms for various occasions, which they 
claim is now very difficult to do because 
of the limits of the OD and the lack of 
requirement for blues.

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Employment of Army Retired 
Officers 

Interpretation of the liberalized law 
regarding employment of retired officers 
of the Army will be left to the individual 
lafficer pending any evidence of its viola- 
itfon, it was stated this week at the War 
Department. 

The new law dealing with employ- 
iment of retired officers of the Army be- 
came effective July 1, and simply pro- 
hibits any officer from drawing retired 
pay who sells or acts as a selling agent 
to the Army or the War Department for 
“any war materials or supplies.’ The 
ald law had a similar provision possibly 
broader in scope for it referred to “any 
supplies, materials, equipment, lands, 
buildings, plans, vessels or munitions.” 
At also contained a much more restric- 
tive section which is now wiped out en- 
tirely. That prohibited any dflicér re- 
tired before reaching the age of 64 years 
from being employed by any firm “regu- 
larly or frequently engaged in making 
direct sales of any merchandise to the 
War Department or the Army.” 

The question has now been raised as 
to the definition of the term “war ma- 
terials or supplies” as contained in exist- 
ing law. The Office of the Chief of Fi- 
nance takes the view that it is up to the 
retired officer to interpret the law for 
himself and requires that he certify that 
he is abiding by the provision. That 
Office has not asked for any interpreta- 
tion to be made by the Judge Advocate 
General find so it would seem that the 
Mdividual officer if he is in business for 
himself or employed, must decide 
whether or not he is violating the law. 
The War Department, under’ this pro- 
cedure, will accept the certificates sub- 
mitted by individual officers as proof of 
compliance. with the law, unless and un- 
til it has some evidence of its violation. 
One case which might arise under the 
provision is‘that of the émployment of 
a retired officer by a wholesale grocery 
house, selling to civilian stores and also 
to Army post &xchanges and commissa- 
ries. Is, subsistence “war materials or 
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supplies?” Some officers at the Depart- 
ment informally interpret the law as 
covering all purchases made by the 
Army. The section is based on the law 
applying to the Navy and the Navy De- 
partment while adopting the same pro- 
cedure or leaving retired officers to in- 
terpret the law for themselves, has made 
it rather clear informally that they con- 
sider that it applies to all goods pro- 
cured. The vital words of the Navy 
law, however, read “war materials or 
naval supplies,” and some observers see 
a distinction therein. 


In view of the confusion which may | 


arise, oflicers are hoping that some offi- 
cial determination can be made of the 
meaning of the term. While of course, 
only a definition made by the United 
States Supreme Court would be binding 
law, an interpretation by the Judge Ad- 
vocate General or the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, would settle the matter for all prac- 
tical purposes, 

The text of the old law, as carried 
in the Army Appropriation Act for the 
fiscal year 1936 and previous years fol- 
lows: 

None of the money appropriated in this 
Act shall be used to pay any officer on the 
retired list of the Army who for himself or 
for others engages in the selling, contracting 
for the sale of, nagotiating for the sale of, or 
furnishing to the Army or the War Depart 
ment any supplies, materials, equipment, 
lands, buildings, plants, vessels, or munitions, 
None of the money appropriated in this Act 
shall be paid to any officer on the retired list 
of the Army who, having been retired before 
reaching the age of sixty-four, is employed 
in the United States or its possessions by any 
individual, partnership, corporation, or asso- 
ciation regularly or frequently engaged in 
making direct sales of any merchandise or 
material to the War Department or the Army. 

The new law, as contained in the 1937 
Army Appropriation Act, reads: 

No payment shall be made from money ap- 
propriated in this Act to any officer on the 
retired list of the Army who, for himself or 
for others, is engaged in the selling of, con- 
tracting for the sale of, or negotiating for 
the sale of, to the Army or the War Depart 
ment, any war materials or supplies. 

Tanks Win Pistol Match

lery pistol matches have been announced 
by the Association, and the team of the 
tank battalion of the Infantry School was 
announced as winner in the 50 foot na- 
tional match course event, over a field of 
25 contestants representing some of the 
best pistol shots of the country. Second 
place in the event went to the Cerro Gordo 
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Rifle Club of Mason City, Iowa, while 
the team from Purdue University, La- 
fayette, Ind., finished third. 

The Tankers had a comfortable lead 
over their closest competitor, scoring a 
total of 1407 points, to 1396 for Cerro 
Gordo, and 1395, for Purdue, although 
the competition was keen and stiff 
throughout the match. Members of the 
team included Maj.

Motor Travel Statement 

Regarding Statement of Travel by Mo- 
tor Vehicle, War Department Circular 
No. 43 states as follows: 

1. The Comptroller General of the United 
States, by Supplement No. 5, General Regula- 
tions No. 36, General Accounting Office, dated 
June 12, 1936, prescribed and promulgated 
for general use throughout the Government 
service Standard Form No, 1012e (Statement 
of Travel by Motor Vehicle) which will be 
used as a supporting subvoucher to Standard 
Form No. 1012 (Public Voucher for Reimburs 
ment of Travel and Other Expenses Inelud- 
ing Per Diem) for stating the detail of travel 
accomplished by use of a personally-owned 
motor vehicle on a mileage basis. The state 
ment will show clearly the ownership of the 
motor vehicle, the meter readings at the start 
and finish of the travel involved as required 
by the Standardized Government Travel 
Regulations, and other essential data indi 
cated on the form. 

2. The total mileage as shown on Standard 
Form No, 1012e will be carried as one item 
in the expense account of the traveler, on 
Standard form No. 1012. 

3. Standard Form No. 1012e will be used 
in lieu of similar forms at present in use 
irrespective of whether such forms have been 
approved by the Comptroller General of the 
United States and will be 8 by 10% inches 
in size. 

4. Requisition for these standard 
will be made in the usual manner.

Joint Aeronautical Board 

Regulations concerning the organiza- 
tion of the joint Army and Navy Aero- 
nautical Board in regard to membership, 
functions and procedure has been re- 
written in a more concise form and pub- 
lished in Section IV of General Order 
No. 6 issued this week. The new section 
follows: 

In order to secure a more complete measure 
of cooperation and coordination in the devel- 
opment of aviation of the Army and of the 
Navy, and to provide an agency for consid- 
eration of aeronautical matters, the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy have 
agreed upon the reorganization of The Aero- 
nautical Board with membership, functions, 
and procedure as follows: 

1. Membership. 

Army 

Chief of the Air Corps. 

Assistant Chief of the Air Corps. 

One member of the War Plans Division, 
War Department General Staff, designated 
by the Chief of Staff. 

Navy 

The Chief of Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Head of Plans Division, Bureau of Aero- 
nautics. 

One member of the War Plans Division, 
Office of the Chief of Naval Operations, des- 
ignated by the Chief of Naval Operations. 

The War Plans Division members, while 
serving as such, will not be eligible for duty 
as members of The Joint Board or the Joint 
Planning Committee. 

The Secretary of the Board will be selected 
by the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy from the permanent personnel 
of either Department and detailed to this 
duty. 

2. Functions.—The Aeronautical Board will 
investigate, study, and report upon all ques- 
tions affecting jointly the development of 
aviation of the Army and of the Navy referred 
to it by the Secretary of War, by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, by The Joint Board, by the 
Chief of the Air Corps, or by the Chief of 
Bureau of Aeronautics. It will also be charged 
with the duty of originating consideration of 
such subjects when, in its judgment, neces- 
sary, and of recommending whatever it con- 
siders essential to establish sufficiency and 





efficiency of cooperation and coordination of 
effort between the Army and the Navy as to 
aviation. 

3. Procedure.—The Aeronautical Board wiy 
hold regular monthly meetings and such ey. 
traordinary meetings as may be deemed ad- 
visable. The Board will prescribe its proced- 
ure, including the composition and functions 
of its working committees. The senior mem. 
ber of the Board present will preside at its 
meetings. Reports and correspondence of thg 
Board which express opinions or submit 
recommendations will be authenticated by the 
senior Army member and the senior Navy 
member present at the meeting at which ae. 
tion is taken. All recommendations of the 
Aeronautical Board affecting joint Army ang 
Navy policies or plans relative to the 
national defense will be referred to The Joint 
Board for consideration before submission to 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy. Matters affecting the procurement 
of materiel in time of war to meet joint re. 
quirements will be submitted to the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board. All other matter 
will be submitted direct to the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy.

Commends Navy Yeoman 

The Secretary of the Navy, has 
commended Charles Edward Emrich, 
yeoman second class, U. S. Navy for his 
courageous action in rescuing Rear Adm.

Urges Airship Construction 

Representative John M. O’Connell, 
extending his remarks in the Appendix 
of the Congressional Record recently, 
declared that the construction of lighter- 
than-air craft “is a matter of vital im- 
portance to our nation.” He pointed out 
the increase in trade between Germany 
and South America which has resulted 
from flights by the Graf Zeppelin, and 
that the new airship Hindenburg is des- 
tined to throw more trade toward Ger- 
many. Continuing he said: 

“The airship is destined to become a 
major form of air transportation and 
we will realize this fact within a very 
few years, perhaps after another nation 
has become well established, and we may 
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not then obtain the dominating place in 
overseas rapid transportation. 

“At the present time we have the only 
supply of nonexplosive helium gas in the 
entire world; we have our unsurpassed 
American engineers, who have been 
pioneers in the major improvements that 
we have secured in the past 50 years, 
and we have a Congress in session con- 
cerning which history can record as 
being responsible for American domina- 
tion of airship overseas transportation, 
for extending our commerce by air to 
the trade marts of the world, and for 
giving our country a valuable means of 
defense in event of war.”

NOTHING BETTER ILLUSTRATES THE PREPAREDNESS trend among 
the American people than the poll on the CCC, made by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion, and published last Sunday in various newspapers throughout the 
country. The overwhelming approval of this organization was shown by the fact 
that 82% of the cross section of voters approached expressed the opinion that it 
should be continued, Also 77% answered “yes” to the question: “Should military 
training be part of the duties of those who attend CCC camps?’ The report on 
the poll further showed that a heavy majority of the representatives of every 
political party—democrats, republicans, socialists and Third Party,—favored both 
propositions. As Dr. George Gallup, head of the Institute, commented: “***If mili- 
tary training were introduced, the public as a whole would not disapprove, though 
vociferous cries would undoubtedly rise from a minority.” The Services, which are 
as opposed to militarism as the most ardent pacifists, are accustomed by now to 
such cries, They were strident enough last winter when the Army and Navy appro- 
priation bills were under consideration, but Senators and members of the House are 
in close touch with local sentiment and voted the necessary funds without much 
concern as to the effect on their political fortunes. One outstanding fact in con- 
nection with the CCC organization and administration Dr. Gallup overlooked: It 
was the dominant part the Army played, and to a small extent the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard, played in promoting discipline in building character, and 
generally in making the camps a success. When the President directed the formation 
of the Corps, he confided the job ostensibly to civilians, but as a matter of fact it 
was general MacArthur, then Chief of Staff, who effected the organization, using 
for this purpose some of the ablest oflicers of the Army. As time went on Reserve 
Officers were substituted for the Regulars in direct command of the camps, with 
supervision remaining in the hands of the latter. The Reserve Officers so employed 
have made an enviable record for efficiency and leadership and have shown what a 
fine grade of material we have for commissioned service in time of war. 


THE PLACING OF THE ADDITIONAL EXPENSE of payment of state gasoline 
taxes upon service personnel by the amendment to the Federal Roads Bill further 
emphasizes the necessity of providing some form of compensation to officers and men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard who use their private automobiles 
in the conduct of government business. Although actual payment of the taxes to the 
states has not begun both the War and Navy Departments have instructed the collec- 
tion of amounts equivalent to the taxes, such amounts to be held in escrow until final 
determination is made as to whether the states have the right to collect such taxes 
without their own legislature taking specific action to order the collection. Despite 
the opinion in legal circles that the collection of such taxes on Federal reservations 
is unconstitutional there seems to be little doubt but that that question will not be 
brought up and that service personnel will be forced to pay the amount. Before the 
creation of this additional expense the justice of providing an automobile allowance 
was generally recognized. First suggested by the then Quartermaster General of the 
Army Maj. Gen. Louis H. Bash in testifying before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, the proposal has received the endorsement of leading officers of all the armed 
services. The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL conducted a comprehensive survey of posts 
and stations throughout the country, the results of which demonstrated conclusively 
that personnel on government reservations must own personal automobiles for the 
proper conduct of their official business and that the use of such privately owned 
automobiles for government business, depending on the size and location of the post 
runs as high as 90 per cent in some instances. An automobile allowance should be 
officially sponsored by the Departments at the next Congress and be promptly enacted 
into law. 


FEW RECEIVE WHEN ALIVE the tribute of esteem and affection which was 
paid on June 80 to Rear Adm. Hilary Pollard Jones, USN-Ret. In recognition of 
his able and distinguished service as an officer of the Navy and in testimony to the 
high respect and regard in which he is held, his portrait was unveiled on June 30 
in the Hanover County Courthouse, Virginia. The Services, including the Army, as 
well at the Navy and Marine Corps, and the country at large have deep apprecia- 
tion of the accomplishments of this great citizen. Born under the Confederate Flag, 
appointed to the Naval Academy from Virginia, passing from the age of sail to that 
of steam and electricity, a valuable officer in the war with Spain, commander in 
peacetime of ships, cruisers, dreadnaughts, commander in war of the Patrol Force, 
the cruiser Force, the transport force, commander-in-chief of the United States 
Fleet—this southern boy who became a patriotic leader invariably displayed in 
peace and war those qualities of leadership, of loyalty, of faith in country, which 
made him outstanding among his fellow men. We who have known him through 
the years, who have admired him for the qualities which have received recognition, 
who look upon him as the happy combination of the man of action and of studious 
thought, join in regarding him as the type of what a leader should be. Rear Adm. 
Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who presented the Admiral’s 
portrait to the County of his birth, paid an elegant tribute to him which merely set 
forth the truth of what an American could become. There will be general agree- 
ment with Admiral Andrews’ deliberate opinion: “No officer of our generation has 
rendered more effective and able service to his country and to his people, but his 
character as a man, in courtesy, loyalty and kindness, overshadows even his high 
professional attainments. His life and his manner of living have been an inspira- 
tion and an incentive to all who know him.”

entered the upper half of the list of rear admirals on February 1, 1933, is entitled to 
the. pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the upper half from July 1, 1984, under 


the provisions of the Act of June 10, 1926.

Construction of New Bolling Field—Work on the new Bolling Field, Washin 
D. C., rapidly is taking shape as one of the major Army Air Corps airdromes jn the 
East. In a report made public this week covering construction progress for May, the 
Air Corps said that in spite of an excess of 2.28 inches of rainfall above the May 
normal, unusually rapid progress was made during the months. This was due un 
doubtedly, to an arrangement of two six-hour shifts. ‘ 
Two of the main airways are now under construction and many tons of slag 
have been placed as a runway foundation and rolled. More than 700,000 eubie yards 
of earth have been moved in grading and leveling the field. Approximately 75 per 
cent of the drainage system is completed and two miles of seawall have been con 
structed along the river frontage. 


New Infantry Organization—The Army, particularly the officers and enlisted mep 
of the Infantry, are awaiting the outcome of the new infantry organization designeg 
to increase the flexibility and mobility, as well as the rapidly available firepower of 
the infantry regiment which has been under test by the 29th Infantry at Fort Benning, 
Ga., since last October. Formal reports on the results of the experiments have not 
been received in Washington as yet, but are expected soon. Upon the study of these 
reports will depend what alterations in the new set-up will be ordered and whether 
or not it is time to incorporate the new ideas into other infantry organizations, 

The idea of the new set-up is to divide the regiment so that the riflemen will not 
have to be held up because of motorized or animal drawn vehicles, but can move from 
place to place quickly. The proposed new infantry regiment, according to information 
from Fort Benning, has four combat battalions, 3 rifle and 1 special weapons. Other 
characteristics are: 

It has no animals or animal drawn vehicles; the only non-motorized elements 
are rifle companies except for their trains and the foot sections of regimental head- 
quarters and the 3 battalion detachments of the rifle battalions. 

All riflemen are equipped with the semi-automatic (self-loading) rifle eapable 
of, approximately, twice the rate of aimed fire of the Springfield. 

In each rifle section there are two rifle squads and one light machine gun squad, 
all squads consisting of a corporal and six men. 

It has an anti-tank company (cal. .50 M.G.) which has a seeondary anti-aircraft 
mission. 

The Howitzer Company is equipped with six mortars (Slmm) instead of three 
mortars and three 37mm as at present. 

Battalions have Headquarter Detachments, instead of companies, contain no 
Intelligence Platoon but have, instead, a group of one corporal and three privates 
as observers. 

Communications Platoon contains no wire, radio or panel sections. 

The regiment has about 500 less men, but about the same number of officers ag 
the old regiment. 

Service Company is commanded by a major. 

Contains fewer non-commissioned officers as a whole, but has 38 more sergeants. 

Water and gasoline are carried in containers in a truck; no tank trucks are used 
for those purposes. 

Its fire power is slightly greater for defense, but considerably greater for offense, 
due chiefly to the semi-automatic rifle. 


Losses on Foreign Exchange—Treating of the subject of reimubrsement of losses 
due to appreciation of foreign currencies the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the 
Navy states: “Exchange losses of an employee stationed in a foreign country, while 
on leave of absence, are for computation at rates of exchange of the employee's 
regular station or of the countries visited whichever are more favorable to the Govern- 
ment, and on the basis of the rate on the last day of travel within the particular coun- 
try, but if the period extends over one month such losses are for computation on the 
basis of the last day of each month within the travel period, except that where no 
substantial part of the leave of absence of an employee is spent in a particular coun- 
try, us on a tour, exchange loss may be at the regular station rate irrespective of 
registry of the vessel used on the tour.” 


British Defense Program— The $100,000,000 increase in the British Defense budget, 
asked of Parliament this week, bringing the total to nearly a billion dollars, was not 
unexpected. The supplemental estimates were filed only this week but they bring 
the total to the figure estimated by Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville Chamberlain 
last April. Notable among the differences, however, is an increase to be provided 
for each of the new battleships to be started. The estimates in April carried only 
$1,015,000 for each of these vessels, while the new estimates allow $2,016,800 for 
them, thus allowing more work to be done. 

An increase of $58,500,000 was asked for the air services, $33,000,000 for the 
Army, and $5,295,000 for the Navy, and $1,468,500 for munitions factories. The new 
requests provide for the Navy’s 1936 program to be increased by two cruisers, one 
flotilla leader, eight destroyers, one aircraft carrier, and four submarines. 


CCC Edueational Advisers—Mr. Robert Fechner, director of Emergency Conserva- 
tion Work; Col. J. P. Barney, FA, USA, Third Corps Area officer of CCC affairs, and 
Dr. H. ©. Byrd, president of the University of Maryland, spoke at the opening of the 
second annual training conference of CCC educational advisers from the Third Corps 
Area held at Maryland University at 7 P. M. Monday, July 6, 1936. 

More than 150 advisers from the District of Columbia, Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania attended the opening of the two and a half week session which will 
close July 22, The conference is in the form of post-graduate educational work, 4 
all advisers are college graduates with considerable experience in the teaching 
profession. 

A well-planned educational exhibit presenting work from the various camps with 
nearly 2,000 entries was opened to the public yesterday. 


Balloon Races—The two Navy balloons were third and fourth in the annual National 
Balloon Race which started from Denver, Colo., Friday, July 3, while the Army entry 
met with misfortune, exploded and burned in landing 37 miles from Denver. 
Goodyear X balloon landed at Prescho, 8. D., approximately 385 miles from Denver 
and was declared the winner; the Cleveland-Great Lakes Exposition Balloon was 
second. 

Capt. Haynie McCormick, AC, USA, pilot, and Capt. John A. Tarro, AC, USA, 
his aide, barely escaped being trapped in the basket of their balloon as the bas 
suddenly whipped to earth and exploded. The basket tipped and threw them free 
just before the burning fabric of the bag descended onto the basket.

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Necessity for Air Act and 
Progress Under It

Former Chief of the Air Corps 
N my opinion, a large sized book 
could be written on the question of 
ss under the Air Corps Act of 
July 2, 1926, but due to the limited time 
available, I shall confine my views to 
a brief discussion of the necessity for 
the Act, and a brief discussion of each 

section of the Act. 


A. Necessity for the Act of July 2, 1926 

1. The necessity for the Act of July 2, 
1926 is, in my opinion, quite thoroughly 
covered in the “Report of the President’s 
Aircraft Board,” familiarly known as the 
“Morrow Board,” which was submitted 
to President Coolidge, Nov. 30, 1925. 

2, This report, in so far as it relates 
to the Army, treated aviation under 
three headings, first, its strength; sec- 
ond, its condition in respect of personnel 
and materiel and the criticisms thereof ; 
third, recommendations for its improve- 


ment. 
8.a. In so far as its strength in per- 
sonnel was concerned, the Morrow 


Board found that the Army Air Service 
in 1925, had an authorized strength of 
1247 officers and 8,760 enlisted men out 
of a total authorized strength for the 
entire Military Establishment of 12,000 
officers and 124,988 men. The actual 
strength on June 30, 1925, was 912 offi- 
cers and 8,722 men, at which time the 
actual strength of the whole Army, in- 
duding the Air Service, was 11,647 offi- 
cers and 115,130 men. 

b. In assessing the materiel strength 
of the Air Service, the Morrow Board 
encountered much difficulty, particularly 
in attempting to compare its strength 


with that of other principal military 
powers. 
Regarding the strength of our own 


service, the report states that the most 
authoritative figures placed before the 
Board, where those of General Patrick, 
the Chief of the Army Air Service, in 
which he defined “standard” planes as 
those “that could be used in emergency 
or if we suddenly went to war.” Under 
this definition General Patrick placed 
our strength on June 30, 1925, at 396 
standard planes. He also stated that 
there were on June 30, 1925 in commis- 
sion or in reserve an additional 1,000 “of 
a similar type but of less value—but | 
planes that might be used in war times.” 
In other words, the Army Air Service, 
as of June 30, 1925, had on hand 1396 
presumably serviceable airplanes. 

¢. The recommendations of the Mor- 
row Board, with specific reference to the 
Army Air Service, were ten in number, 
and are briefly listed as follows: 

(1) Change in the name of “Air Service” 
to “Air Corps.” 

(2) The creation of an additional Assistant 
Secretary of War, who shall perform such 
duties with reference to aviation as may be 
assigned to him by the Secretary of War. 

(3) The creation, in each of the five divi- 
sions of the War Department General Staff, 
an Air Section, to be headed by a General 
Staff or acting General Staff officer detailed 
from the Air Corps. 

(4) Provision for two more brigadier gen- 
erals in the Air Corps. 

(5) Provision for temporary increased 
rank in tactical units, schools and important 
alr stations. 

(6) That, in view of the extra hazardous 
nature of flying the Board expressed its be- 
lief that the principle of extra pay for flying 
should be recognized as permanent in time 
of peace, and that there be instituted a 
Special aviation medal and ribbon for extra- 
dinary heroism in either peace or war. 

(7) That suitable appropriations be re- 
Quested in order to provide proper training 
Of reserve officers and in order to provide 
perl training planes and subsidiary fly- 

fields for the use of the reserve. 
(8) That a study be made of the desir- 
Ability of increasing the use of enlisted men 
#8 pilots in the Air Corps. 
(9) That the number of institutions, where 
Sound instruction is given to Reserve Offi- 
ers’ Training Corps units, be increased, and 
wate provision be made at Air Corps 

taining schools for annual summer training 
flying of members of the Air Corps Re- 
€ Officers’ Training Corps. 

(10) And finally, the Morrow Board sub-

ved types of airplanes to take the 
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place of former models are now ready for 
production in quantity. For the next few 
years, therefore, special appropriations from 
the Congress are worthy of consideration. 
We do not consider it wise, however, to 
make definite plans for such an extended 
period as 10 years; we consider a plan 
looking forward over a period not to exceed 
5 years as more prudent. We therefore do not 
recommend the full realization of the plan 
of the Lassiter Board, but rather that the 
matter be made the subject of further study 
under competent authority.” 

4. In addition, the Morrow Board 
made an exhaustive study of the aircraft 
industry, in its relation to National De- 
fense, and in connection therewith made 
the following recommendations, which 
may be found on Page 29 of the report 
of the President’s Aircraft Board: 

a. “(1) The adoption of a policy of con- 
tinuity in orders and of a standard rate of 
replacement. 

b. “(2) Production orders be given only to 
companies which maintain design staffs of 
reasonable size and keep them active. 

ec. “(3) Proprietary rights in design be 
fully recognized. 

d. “(4) Governmental competition with the 
civil industry in production activity be 
eliminated except in those projects impracti- 
cable of realization by the civil industry. 

e. “(5) During a period of production of a 
type accepted as standard there be placed a 
succession of small orders for experimental 
designs to be given limited service tests, the 
best of these designs produced during a two 
or three year period being adopted as the 


next standard. Such orders, distributed 
among firms having design and production 
staffs of proven competence, should be 


awarded at a liberal price, high enough to 
cover all the overhead expense involved in 
the upkeep of the design and experimental 
departments. 

f. (6) Existing statutes covering the pro- 
curement of supplies and requiring competi- 





tive bidding be modified where necessary to | 


allow putting the recommendations 
ously made into effect. 

g. “(7) Governmental research in aero- 
nautic science be actively continued and the 
testing facilities of the various department 
agencies should be made readily available 
to the civil industry. 

The functions of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics should be ex- 
tended to cover the field of advice to inven- 
tors regarding aeronautic inventions. 

5. The report of the President's Air- 
craft Board was submitted to the incom- 
ing Congress where, together with testi- 
mony taken by the Select Committee of 
the House of Representatives, Sixty- 
eighth Congress, known as the Lampert 
Committee, and through further exten- 
sive hearings, the Sixty-ninth Congress, 
finally passed the so-called Air Corps 
Act, which was approved by the Presi- 
dent July 2, 1926. 

B. Progress Made under the Air Corps Act 
of July 2, 1926 

1. Section 2, of the Act of July 2, 
1926, in part, provides for 1514 officers 
in all grades and 15,000 enlisted men. 

Under Section 8 of the same Act, the 
foregoing personnel was to have been 
procured in a five-year program, and in 
the words of the Act “shall be dis- 
tributed over a five-year period begin- 
ning July 1, 1926. Not to exceed one- 
fifth of the total increase shall be made 
during the first year, and the remainder 
in four approximately equal increments.” 

On June 30, 1935, (9 years after the 
enactment of the Act of July 2, 1926) 
the commissioned strength of the Air 
Corps had only increased to 1345, and 
this increase took 9 years to be accom- 
plished although the Act itself was man- 
datory in requiring a total of 1514 dis- 
tributed over a five-year period begin- 
ning July 1, 1926. 


Legislation passed by the present Con- 


gress, should make up the existing short- 
age in commissioned personnel on or 
about the end of 1937, and thus complete 
in from 10 to 11 years what the Act of 
July 2, 1926 directed should have been 
done in approximately 5 years. 
Therefore, in analyzing this Section of 


previ- | 








the Act of July 2, 1926, it certainly can- | 


not be said that progress has been shown 
in the procurement of commissioned per- 
sonnel for the Army Air Corps. 

2. Section 33, of the Act of July 2, 
1926 provided Temporary Rank for Air 
Corps officers. 

All Chiefs of the Air Corps, who held 
office from 1926 to the present date, I 
believe, have consistently opposed put- 
ting into effect the provisions of this 
section, chiefly because of their belief 


that if put into effect, it would have 
an adverse influence on the morale of 
the Air Corps. 


As Chief of the Air Corps and also as 
a member of the War Department Board 
of 1934, known as the Baker Board, I 
personally opposed putting this section 
into effect. A majority of the Board, 
however, having been in favor of putting 
this section into effect, I also concurred, 
solely for the purpose of practically as- 
certaining, once and for all, the merits 
or demerits of this particular section of 
the Act. 

After the past 15 months of the practi- 
cal application of this Section of the 
Act, it is my belief that the past opposi- 
tion of all Chiefs of the Air Corps to 
this section of the Act was fully justi- 
fied. In other words, progress under this 
section of the Act, was most decidedly 
made, in my opinion, through the non- 
application of its provisions rather than 
through their application, as evidenced 
in my opinion, by the experience of the 
Air Corps during the past 15 months. 

8. Section 4, of the Act of July 2, 
1926 provides that a study be made by 
the Secretary of War with a view to 
Correction of the Promotion List of the 
Army. 

Several studies on this subject and 
corresponding recommendations in con- 
nection therewith, have been made dur- 
ing the past ten years, all of which, to 
the best of my knowledge, have resulted 
in the maintenance of the general pro- 
motion system which existed at the time 
of the passage of the Act of July 2, 1926. 

Progress, under this Section of the 
Act, in so far as the Air Corps has been 
concerned, has, in my opinion, been 
negative. 

4. Section 5 of the Act of July 2, 1926 
provided for Air Sections of the War 
Department General Staff, with a time 
limit as to their life. During the period 
of time these Air Sections were in ex- 
istence they, in my opinion, served a 
most useful purpose, and in my opinion, 
aided in the progress of Army aviation. 

5h. Section 6, of the Act of July 2, 1926 
has to do with Flying Pay, and, in my 
opinion, has materially aided in the ad- 
ministration and morale of the Air 
Corps ever since its enactment, There- 
fore, this Section of the Act has, in my 
opinion, materially contributed to the 
progress of Army aviation 

6. Section 7 of the Act of July 2, 1926 
provides for the appointment of Chief 
of the Air Corps. This Section provides, 
in part, that during the period of seven 
years immediately following July 1, 
1926, any appointment as Chief of the 
Air Corps shall be made from among 
officers of any grade of not less than 
fifteen years’ commissioned service. Dur- 
ing the life of this Section of the Act 
it served a most useful purpose in wid- 
ening the field within which the Chief 


of the Air Corps and his assistants 
could be selected, and therefore, in my 
opinion, materially contributed to the 
progress of Army aviation. 

7 .». Section & of the Act of July 2, 
1926 is entitled “Five-Year Air Corps 
Program.” <A brief reference to this 


Section has already been made in Sec- 
tion B, Paragraph 1, of this letter and 
the following additional comments are 
submitted. 

b. With reference to “Personnel” un- 
der Section 8, it should be observed that, 
practically since the enactment of the 
Act of July 2, 1926, there has been con- 
tinuous conflict of opinion as to the com 
missioned strength of the Air Corps. 
Section 2, of the Act sets up a total of 
1514 Regular Air Corps and Section 8, 
as I recollect, sets up a total of 1650, 

Conflict between two sections of the 


same Act, in my opinion, does not make | 


for progress. 


¢. Also under the “Personnel” heading | 
of Section 8, the President is authorized 
to call to active service, with their con- | 


sent, such number of Air Corps reserve 
officers, as he may deem necessary, not 
to exceed five hundred and fifty, ete. 
To the best of my knowledge and 
recollection, since the enactment of the 
Act of July 2, 1926, the number of Air 
Corps reserve officers called to active 
service has never exceeded an average 
of about three hundred annually: due, 


as I recollect, to the annual limitations, 





on past annual appropriations, of pay 
and ullowances to such officers. 

Progress in the training of Air Corps 
reserve officers, under Section 8 of the 
Act, in so far as the number of officers 
trained, has therefore fluctuated up and 
down year by year, due to annual limi- 
tations on annual appropriations. 

d.(1) Under Section & (Five-Year 
Air Corps Program), there also appears 
a heading entitled “Equipment.” 


This part of Section 8, authorizes the 
Secretary of War to equip and maintain 
the Air Corps, including the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves, with not 
to exceed 1800 serviceable airplanes, 
ete. 

(2) Further, under Section 8, there 
appears a heading entitled “Method of 
Increase,” which applies to both person- 
nel and materiel, 

Under this heading it is stated that 
the “equipment authorized herein 
shall be distributed over a five-year pe- 
riod beginning July 1, 1926. Not to ex- 
ceed one-fifth of the total increase shall 
be made during the first year, and the 
remainder in four approximately equal 
increments. The President is hereby 
authorized to submit to Congress an- 
nually estimates of the cost of carrying 
out the five-year program authorized 
herein: Provided, That a supplemental 
estimate for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1927, may be submitted to cover the 
cost of the tirst annual increment.” 

_@. The President's Aircraft Board of 
November 30, 1925, as 1 have previously 
quoted, shows, that on June 30, 10925, 
there were 1396 airplanes on hand in 
the Army Air Service, whereas on De- 
cember 2, 10385, (approximately 10% 
years later) there were only approxi- 
mately 1060 airplanes in the hands of 
the Air Corps, and that allowing for 
washouts, deliveries, etc., it is indicated 
that the Army Air Corps will have only 
approximately 777 airplanes in its pos- 
session on July 1, 1936. (See Page 1936, 
Cong. Record, February 12, 1036.) 


In other words, 619 serviceable air. 
planes short of the number which the 
Army had 11 years ago, and approxi- 


mately 1021 less than the number which 
Congress, 10 years ago, authorized and 
directed be equipped and maintained. 

f. At no time, to the best of my knowl. 
edge and recollection, have the Army 
Air Corps, the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, ever had on hand 
and in their possession, the 1800 ser. 
viceable airplanes which were author. 
ized under Section 8 of the Act of July 
2, 1926, and which were directed by 
law to be distributed over a five-year 
period beginning July 1, 1926. 

g. Judging from the number of ser- 
viceable airplanes which were on hand 
11 years ago (1396) and the number 
expected to be on hand on July 1, 1986, 
1 am considerably at a loss in applying 
the word “progress” to the procurement 
of Army airplanes as was authorized 
and directed under Section 8 of the Act 
of July 2, 1926. 

. a. Section 9 of the Act of July 2, 
1926 provides for appointment, by the 
President, of an additional Assistant 
Secretary of War, “to aid the Secretary 
of War in fostering military aeronautics 
and to perform such other functions as 
the Secretary may direct.” 

b. Again referring back to the Report 
of the President's Aircraft Board of No. 
vember 30, 1925, it will be noted that 
the second recommendation of that 
Board called for an additional Assistant 
Secretary of War for the same general 
purposes as indicated in Section 9 of 
the Act of July 2, 1926. 

«. In view of the present airplane 
situation in the Army Air Corps, the 
following extracts from the President's 
Aircraft Board Report, regarding the 
need for an Assistant Secretary of War 
for Air, seem, in my opinion, most ap- 
propriate at this time 

(1) “We foresee that such an official, 


properly used, could be the means of 
promoting close cooperation between 
aviation and the other parts of the 


Army.

an air experienced Assistant Secretary 
of War for Air, specifically charged 
with fostering military aeronautics, and 
specifically responsible to higher author- 
ity for the procurement of military air- 
craft materiel, it is my sincere belief 
that, during that period, the provisions 
of Section 9 of the Act of July 2, 1926, 
greatly contributed to the progress of 
Army aviation. 

Had the provisions of that Section 
been continued in force, and the Office 
of the Assistant Secretary of War for 
Air continued to function, it is further 
my sincere opinion, that the procure- 
ment of the 1800 airplanes authorized 
under the Act of July 2, 1926, would 





have continued to show upward progress. 

9. a. Section 10 of the Act of July 2, 
1926, is the Section which chiefly en- 
deavors to lay down the basic law gov- 
erning the manner in which aircraft ma- 
teriel should be procured. 

In my opinion, Section 10 is the most 
vital and most important Section in the 
entire Act of July 2, 1926. 

b. It is the Section upon which the 
1934-35 investigations of Subcommittee 
No. 3, of the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the House of Representatives 
were chiefly based. 

«. Many studies, reports and recom- 
mendations have been written regarding 
this Section of the Act during the past 
ten years, the most important of which, 
in my opinion, have been connected with 


the controversy regarding the procure- 
ment of aircraft materiel on contracts 


resulting from formal competitive bid- 
ding as against procurement on contracts 
resulting from direct negotiation with 
aircraft materiel manufacturers. 

d. In regard to this most important 
matter of procurement procedure let me 
again refer back to the Report of the 
President’s Board of November 30, 1025 
(Page 29), wherein this Board, in its 
recommendation No. 6, stated that- 

“(6) Existing statutes covering the 
curement of supplies and requiring com- 
petitive bidding be modified where neces- 
sary to allow putting the recommendations 
previously made into effect.” 

e. It should be observed that the 
above quoted recommendation was based 
upon 17 years of prior experience in 
both peace and war. 

In my opinion, it was based upon a 
full understanding of the fact that the 
airplane was a complicated and expen- 
sive piece of machinery and the lives of 
our flying personnel, called upon to op- 
erate this machinery, mainly depended 
upon the highest quality of design, ma- 
terial and workmanship being put into 
this machine, by experienced design 
staffs and by highly skilled and experi- 
enced workmen, regardless of monetary 
cost when necessary; conditions which 
apply equally as well today as they did 
in 10925. 

Further, in my opinion, the above 
quoted recommendation was based upon 
a clear understanding that our Army air 
forces, in the event of war with any 
first class military power, would be 
called out for active service upon the 
very first day of war, and with this con- 
tingency in mind the President’s Air- 
craft Board undoubtedly visualized the 
urgent necessity for the creation of a 
peacetime military aircraft procurement 
policy sufficiently flexible to immedi- 
ately meet any sudden war emergency 
which might arise. 

In other words, the President’s Air- 
craft Board of 1925, fully realized, in 
my opinion, that in time of war, the 
cumbersome and slow peace time system 
of procurement of aircraft materiel 
through the formal competitive bidding 
methods would have to be immediately 
modified upon the very first day of war, 
and full and complete discretionary 
power and authority immediately placed 
at the disposal of the Secretary of War 
to place contracts, most expeditiously, 
according to his own best judgment and 
in the best interests of the Government. 

f. Therefore, with reference to prog- 
ress under Section 10 of the Act of July 
2, 1926 it is my sincere belief that, 
within the limitations fixed by annual 
appropriations, steady progress was 
made under this Section from 1926 until 
December 1933; a period during which 
this Section was liberally construed. 
Since December 1933, it is my sincere 
opinion that no progress has been made 
toward meeting the 1800 plane program 
ealled for under Section 8; chiefly due, 
in my opinion, to the strict construction 
which has been placed upon Section 10 
since December 1933. 

10. Sections 11, 12, and 13, of the Act 
of July 2, 1926 provide for new military 
decorations known as the “Soldier’s 
Medal” and the “Distinguished Flying 
Cross.” 

I have always been a firm believer in 
adequate recognition of heroism and ex- 
traordinary achievement in both peace 
and war, through the award of appro- 
priate decorations, especially as an in- 


pro-

centive to morale and esprit de corps, 

Therefore, it is my belief that the 
enactment of the three sections aboye 
mentioned has steadily contributed ty 
the morale and esprit de corps of the 
Army Air Corps. 

11. Section 14 of the Act of July 9 
1926 is the “saving” section of the Ag 
and has not, to the best of my knowl. 
edge and recollection, contributed in any 
way to the general progress of Army 
aviation. : 

C. General Comments 

1. In summing up my views on the 
Act of July 2, 1926, it should be op 
served that of the 12 vital sections of 
the Act, 10 relate to PERSONNEL mat. 
ters and only 2 relate to MATERIEL, 

In other words, it would appear, jp 
my opinion, that the tme-honored prae 
tice of giving personnel legislation pri- 
ority over materiel legislation was stijj 
dominant at the time this very impor. 
tant air legislation was enacted; this ip 
spite of the fact that it has always beep 
fully appreciated that an airman with. 
out an airplane is as useless us a cayal- 
ryman without his horse or his motor. 
ized vehicle. 

In my opinion, a military air force jn 
this country is, first, dependent upon 
machine power as chiefly represented by 
its airplanes, engines and other aircraft 
materiel; second, upon its ground or. 
ganization as represented by its flying 
fields, shops, depots and other ground 
facilities, and third, by its man power 
as represented by its commissioned, en- 
listed and civilian personnel, necessary 
to operate and maintain its ground and 
air facilities and materiel. 

In my opinion, the air man power of 
this country, in any future military 
emergency, can be recruited, mobilized 
and adequately trained in much less 
time than it will take to produce the 
military aircraft materiel and _ the 
ground facilities initially necessary for 
effective military air operations. . 

It therefore appears to me that, in 
order to create an adequate and eff- 
cient military air force in this country, 
steps should be taken without delay to 
enact into law adequate provision for 
clearly and definitely establishing first 
priority for the manufacture and pro 
curement of military aircraft materiel; 
second priority for the necessary ground 
facilities and establishments, and third 
priority for adequate commissioned, en 
listed and civilian personnel, to operate 
and maintain all ground and facilities 
and materiel. 

Existing laws regarding the establish- 
ment of ground facilities (second pri- 
ority) and personnel (third priority) 
are, in my opinion, generally adequate, 
provided they are made practically ef 
fective through adequate annual appro 
priations. 

Existing laws, however, regarding the 
manufacture and procurement of mil: 
tary aircraft materiel are, in my opi 
ion, inadequate, to meet the military 
quirements of an efficient military at 
force in this country, if called into & 


tive war service against any majo 
world power today. 
2. I have noted that legislation was 


initiated a few months ago which cot 
templated the authorization of a 4a) 
plane program for the Army but that 
this program was eventually reduced 1 
a 2320 plane program to conform to the 
recommendations of the Drum Board 
of 1933 and the Baker Board of 1934. 

By July 2, 1936 ten years will have 
elapsed since Congress passed the Al 
Corps Act which authorized and d- 
rected an 1800 plane program; a pr 
gram which was to have been completed 
in 1931 and which is still to be com 
pleted at some future date unknown. 

The only hope which I can see for 
any future aircraft program for the 
Army Air Corps, whether it be for 1800, 
2320 or 4000 airplanes, is through 4 
drastic and clean cut revision of the & 
isting laws which now govern the pr 
curement of military aircraft materiel; 
clearly and definitely fixing continu! 
of production, continuity of replacement 
and continuity of adequate annual 4 
propriations. :

Much that is evil is due to the Navy 
ieing permitted to investigate itself. 
(ficers, according to law, are alone re- 
gonsible for their ships, personnel and 
gateriel.

Yet 
itisnot unusual to see enlisted men pun- 
ished for lost or ruined property. At the 
noment, I can’t recall an officer that was 
punished for such cause.

w one held responsible.” In one collision 
tween two ships, the quartermaster was 
held responsible, and disrated! 

This immunity to outside investigation 
makes possible much of the evil in secret 
vlection boards. 

You may recall I wrote a letter pro- 
testing against the investigation of the 
present board on the ground the authors 
were investigating themselves; that their 
present show of interest was to maintain 
the status quo by fending off a possible 
Congressional investigation. I think their 
dalliance has justified my prophecy: 
“beware of the Greeks when they come 
wearing gifts.”

This unanimity extends to the ensigns 
themselves who are not affected by the 
paternalism that you refer to in your 
editorial. 

On this latter,—the new ensigns— 
whose views constitute the second view- 
point that was referred to above, we are 
in a good position to express an opinion 
as our son is a graduate of the Academy 
in June of this year. His father is a 
naval officer of over thirty years service 
and his mother has a daughter who is 
married to a naval officer in the class of 
1928. We are thus in a position to view 
the matter from all angles. 

It is pertinent to advise you that from 
our conversations with our new ensign 
son we can assert that the overwhelming 
majority of the new graduates are very 
much relieved that they are prohibited 
from marriage for a period of two years. 
We can go farther and say that they 
would not be averse to a regulation that 
would extend the prohibition a_ third 
year. 

These young men are fully aware of 
the fact that their wings in the Navy 
have yet to be tried. They are certain 
that the trying of these wings will be 
made the easier for them if they con 
centrate all their time and effort toward 
being good naval officers. This, they con- 
cede, cannot come to pass if they have 
a young wife to share a part of their 
working hours. We venture the assertion 


that if the existing regulation were to 
be put to a vote among the two newly 


vraduated classes from the Academy, 
they would vote heavily in favor of “no 
marriage” for two years after gradu- 
ation. These young men have in a sense 
led a cloistered life in the Academy for 
four years and they are fully aware of 
this fact. Accordingly, they look for 
ward on graduation to a breathing spell, 
during which they can become acquainted 
with eligible girls who they are to meet 
in New Orleans, Seattle, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, and Portland, Maine. These, 
we find, are the views of the “pater- 
nalised” ensigns. 

Lastly, allow us to give you the views 
of the parents of a new young ensign. 
We, like most parents of a son who has 
a job, believe that the trend at present 
is decidedly toward later marriages in 
the cases of men. The day when a man 
married in the early twenties, is defi- 
nitely past. The average age for marriage 
in the case of a man has risen gradually 
until now it has attained to 28. This 
trend has affected the young naval offi- 
cer in the same way as his counterpart 
in civil life. 

The father of a new ensign would 
prefer to have his son defer his marriage 
until he has heen promoted to be a 
junior lieutenant. The mother looks at 
the matter from a different viewpoint. 


She wishes him to remain single until 
he has heen around,—until he has met 
and known as many eligible girls as 


possible. within reason. By so doing, the 
mother feels that he has been educated 
along the lines of knowing how to pro- 
ceed to select the girl who is to help her 
son succeed in the making of his career 
in the Navy. The mother has seen too 
many youngsters rush from the gradn- 
ation hall to the Naval Academy Chanel. 
and there to take marriage vows that 
both were later to regret. The young 
ensign’s mother is firm in the helief that 
she has stake in the future of her son 
in the Navy and she sees that stake defi- 
nitely jeonardized by a marriage that is 
consummated hefore her son has had the 
opportunity to range far afield and to 
learn by comparison. 

The older officers of the Navy believe 
that the marriage prohthition is a good 
one for all concerned. The newly gradu- 
ated ensigns helieve this too. And the 
parents of the new ensigns agree with 
both.

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Staten Island “Free Port” 


A new step in American shipping will 
be made when the preliminary phases of 
a free port are put into operation at 
Stapleton, Staten Island, N. Y. Work on 
the project has been progressing rapidly 
since Secretary of Commerce Roper, 
Chairman of the Foreign-Trade Z ones 
Board, of which Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Morgenthau and Secretary of War 
Dern are the other members, announced 
the grant on Jan. 29, 1936, to the City of 
New York of the privilege of establishing, 
operating and maintaining the free port 
at Staten Island. 

The grant was made in accordance with 
the Foreign-Trade Zones Act (38 Stat. 
998, 1001), which was sponsored by Rep. 
Emanuel Celler of New York, and which 
provides for the “establishment, opera- 
tion, and maintenance of foreign-trade 
zones in ports of entry in the United 
States, to expedite and encourage foreign 
commerce and for other purposes.” 

In making the grant the Board re- 
stricted the area to five piers (12, 13, 14, 
15 and 16), and the adjacent upland ter- 
ritory, consisting of a total land and 
water area of approximately 78 acres. 
The land area, exclusive of the piers, em- 
braces about 18 acres. The original appli- 
cation contemplated the use of twelve 
piers, with a land and water area of 200 
acres. The privilege of constructing a 
seven-story warehouse and manipulating 
building, with a floor area of 1,196,685 
square feet was also in the grant. The 
estimated cost of the warehouse is $3,- 
500,000. 

The entire initial development is ex- 
pected to cost approximately $4,600,000. 
Under the terms of the grant construction 
must be completed by November 1. How- 
ever, the Grantee plans to have the zone 
ready for limited operation before this 
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time. The project is being financed by the 
Municipality of New York as there is no 
provision in the Act for the expenditure 
of Federal funds. 

The principal purpose of the free port 
is to foster the dealing in foreign goods 
which are received, not for domestic con- 
sumption, but for reshipment to foreign 
markets and for manipulation, including 
combining with domestic merchandise 
previous to exportation. Persons inter- 
ested in the development of foreign-trade 
zones in this country believe the port will 
eliminate numerous cumberson restric- 
tions necessarily imposed on goods under 
Customs supervision. The New York free 
port is expected to accrue particular ad- 
vantages because of its strategic location 
and its world-wide shipping connections. 

The free port will be operated as a pub- 
lic utility under Federal supervision, and 
commodities will be free from the usual 

Justoms regulations. Under the law the 
port must be furnished with the necessary 
facilities for loading, unloading, storing 
and manipulating. Manufacturing and 
exhibiting are prohibited, however. The 
clause in the Act prohibiting manufac- 
turing was one of the principal reasons 
for its passage. Similar bills establishing 
free ports had been introduced in Con- 
gres for the last 20 years but a provision 
allowing manufacturing in the _ port 
always brought about considerable objec- 
tion on the part of the “inland” manu- 
facturers and consequently defeat. 

Merchandise may be broken up, re- 
packed, assembled, distributed, sorted, 
graded, cleaned, stored, mixed with for- 
eign or domestic merchandise, or other- 
wise be manipulated and exported. For- 
eign merchandise may be sent into Cus- 
toms territory therefrom, in the original 
package or otherwise, but it is then sub- 
ject to the laws and regulations affecting 
imported merchandise. 

Many distinct advantages to American 
trade will be brought about with the open- 
ing of this port, it is held. It has been 
estimated that trade in the New York 
harbor will be increased four times with- 
in a period of a few years. American labor 
will be benefited by the port as well as 
many American shipping lines who would 
not get the patronage if it were not for 
the port. 

Manufacturers using foreign raw ma- 
terials will be able to draw from stocks 
of imported materials in the free port 
thus saving time that would be consumed 
if the materials had to be ordered from 
abroad. One great advantage the smaller 
manufacturers will have is that of bring- 
ing materials to the foreign trade zone, 
and withdrawing the materials from 
storage in amounts as needed, paying duty 
only on the quantities actually brought 


| into the country at the time when they 


are needed. 

No limitation on the length of time mer- 
chandise may be left in the port has been 
set. However, manufacturers who, hav- 
ing reason to believe the import taxes are 
going up or for other reasons, pay the 
customs duty when the goods are landed 
at the free port must bring the goods into 
the United States within two years. 

The special committee designated by 
Mayor La Guardia of New York to draw 
up the city’s policy for operating the port 
has not yet made its recommendations. 

Mr. Thomas FP. Lyons, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Federal Foreign-Trade Zones 
Board, is in Europe now studying the 
operation of free ports there. A number 
of New York shipping officials also have 
been or are abroad making a study of 
foreign ports.

Financial Digest 
The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended July 1, as reported by the 
Federal Reserve banks, was $2,473,000,- 
000, a decrease of $5,000,000 compared 
with the preceding week and of $2,000,- 


000 compared with the corresponding 
week in 1935. 
On July 1 total Reserve bank credit 


amounted to $2,473,000,000, an increase of 
$1,000,000 for the week. This increase 
corresponds with increases of $77,000,000 
in money in circulation and $281,000,000 
in member bank reserve balances, and a 
decrease of $2,000,000 in Treasury and 
national bank currency, offset in part by 
an increase of $12,000,000 in monetary 
gold stock and a decrease of $345,000,000 
in Treasury cash and deposits with Fed- 
eral Reserve banks. Member bank re- 
serve balances on July 1 were estimated 
to be approximately $2,670,000,000 in ex- 
cess of legal requirements. 

Ohanges for the week in the holdings of 
Government securities of individual 
Federal Reserve banks resulted from the 
transfer of all Government securities pre- 
viously held in the separate investment 
accounts of these banks to the System 
Open Market Account and the realloca- 
tion of participations in this account 
among the Federal Reserve banks. The 
total holdings of Government securities 
of the Federal Reserve 
practically unchanged.

Federal Reserve banks do not reflect con- | 


ditions in the several Federal Reserve 
districts because most of the earning 
assets of the Federal Reserve banks con- 
sist of Government securities bought in 
the open market at the direction of the 
Federal Open Market Committee, the in- 
dividual ratios of the several Federal Re- 
serve banks are eliminated from the 
weekly statement of condition. The ratio 
of total reserves to Federal Reserve note 
and deposit liabilities will continne to be 
shown in the consolidated statement of 
assets and linbilities of all of the Federal 
Reserve banks combined.

Suggestions for Improving the Navy 
Selection System. 

1. Make all the drastic eliminations 
which are necessary in the promotions 
from lieutenant to lieutenant commander 
and from Lt. Comdr. to Comdr. 

Reason: Officers retired in these 
grades are still young enough to make a 
start in some other occupation with 
hopes for success. My personal feeling 
has always been that I would rather 
be passed over and retired in the grade 
# lieutenant commander than to wait 
and be passed over from commander to 
M@ptain, at or near the age of fifty, with 
®ant prospects of making any kind of 
siecess in another occupation. 

2. Make no more than about twenty 


per cent eliminations from commander 
to captain. 
Reason: Officers who have success- 


fully arrived at this stage of life should 
have a reasonable security of position. 
They have survived two drastic elimina- 
tions and will be excellent men well 
fitted for the service. Certain of them 
will prove to be failures because of 
mental or physical deterioration, but it 
ls believed that the twenty per cent 
proposed will include all those who 
should be retired for the best interests 
of the service. 
4. Keep the number of “pass-overs” 
from commander to captain and from 
captain to rear admiral at a minimum 
by more use of physical retirements. 
Under the present system, when a man 
's passed over at fifty years of age or 
older, he is branded as a failure when 
lt is too late to do anything about it. 
Although lists of “pass-overs” are not 
published in the press, the news is 
quickly disseminated to all who have 
had or may have an interest in the in- 
dividual concerned, and it is only hu- 
man for him to feel a bitterness which 
he will carry with him the rest of his 
life, and to be conscious of a stigma on 
his reputation which it is usually too 
late for him to overcome. Furthermore,

San Francisco. He said: 

“The fleet is becoming so large that it 
is essential that the ships disperse more 
often from its bases in southern Califor- 
nia and utilize the facilities of the ex- 
cellent harbor of San Francisco. I do 
not mean to say that the bases will be 
moved from the South. The requirements 
for the Fleet are so extensive—tugs, ten- 
ders, supply ships, shops, and other facil- 
ities—that a movement of the base would 
be impractical even if desirable. 

“But I am in favor of more mobile ac- 
tivity, in preference to having the ships 
and their crews remain too long in any 
one community, and there is no finer port 
of call than San Francisco Bay.” 

In reply to questions by newspapermen 
as to whether in his opinion the new 


Golden Gate Bridge and the new San 
Francisco-Oakland Transbay Bridge in 
any way injured the harbor, Admiral 


Hepburn stated: 

“On the contrary, the new bridges are 
a real asset. The Golden Gate Bridge 
clearly defines the harbor entrance and 
the bridge to Oakland marks the anchor- 
age for the fleet. Both enhance the scenic 
wonders of the city and the harbor. 

“As a young man some thirty years ago, 
I advocated the bridging of the bay, par- 
ticularly at the Golden Gate. I never 
shared the opposite opinion that was held 
by some naval experts. I felt that if na- 
ture had thrown a natural bridge across 
the strait, it would have been called one 
of the great wonders of the world—a 
heautiful sight—-and it is hardly less won- 
derful as now fashioned by man. 

“When the great bridge connecting San 
Francisco to Oakland is opened next No- 
vember, it will be our pleasure to have 
as many ships of the Fleet as possible 
present here in the harbor to participate 
in the celebration.” 

With regard to the strengthening of 
the defenses of the Pacifie Coast Admiral 
Hepburn said: 

“It is apparent, with the strategic im- 
portance of the Pacific Coast, that our 
present extensive program of moderniza- 
tion and strengthening of coast defenses 
should be carried forward without abate 
ment.” 

Admiral Hepburn was greeted at the 
Federal Building by Maj. Gen. George S. 
Simonds, commanding the Ninth Corps 
Area and by Maj. Gen. James C, Brecken- 
ridge, commanding the Marine Corps De- 
partment of the Pacific. 

The social activities of the visit were 
centered around a reception to the flag 
officers of the fleet and the commanding 
and other oflicers of th ships at the home 
of Rear Adm. and Mrs. Edward H. Camp- 
bell on Yerba Buena Island on the after- 
noon of July 2. On Friday, July 3, the 
Army and Navy Club of San Francisco 
entertained for the officers and their wives 





at a reception at the Fairmont Hotel and 
on the evening of the Fourth, the Club 
entertained in honor of Admiral Hepburn 
and the Fleet's officers and their wives at 
a dinner dance at the Fairmont. 

On the morning of the Fourth, the fleet 
landed one thousand enlisted men and 
marines to participate in a great civic and 
military parade that was reviewed at 
the Civie Center by the Mayor and officers 
of the Fleet. 

The ships proceeded to sea on the morn- 
ing of July 7, en route to Pearl Harbor 
in accordance with previous plans, the 
Pennsylvania, with Admiral Hepburn on 
board, leading the ships out through the 
Golden Gate.

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Progress of Air Corps

Former Chief of the Air Corps 

EN years have passed since the name 

“Air Corps” was conferred upon the 
aviation component of the United States 
Army, and it received legal recognition 
as a combatant branch thereof. It was 
the recognition Jong sought to enable it 
efficiently to perform the functions ex- 
pected of it in the general scheme of 
National Defense. Prior to the passage 
of the Air Corps Act, military aviation 
had no definite status. Its early history 
is well known to those who have fol- 
lowed the progress of aviation from its 
inception, Its sudden rise to prominence 
during the World War is also of gen- 
eral knowledge. From an air force, if 
such it could be called, of 65 officers, 
1,087 enlisted men and 55 airplanes, prior 
to the declaration of war against Ger- 
many, it expanded during the emergency 
to a strength of approximately 18,000 
officers, 135,000 enlisted men and some 
15,000 airplanes, Then, with peace again 
hovering over the land, the task began 
of tearing down the immense temporary 
structure which had been built up with 
such haste under the stress of necessity. 
The strength of Army aviation dwindled 
to about 1,000 officers and 10,000 men. 
Naturally, there were plenty of war-time 
airplanes on hand, and the problem of 
disposing of this surplus equipment, 
which was fast growing obsolete, was 
not an easy one, 

Although military aviation was given 
a definite status in the Army Reorgani- 
gation Act of 1920, when the strength 
allotted to it was 1516 officers and 10,300 
enlisted men, at no.time during the inter- 
vening years up to the passage of the 
Air Corps Act of 1916 did the officer 
personnel reach the 1,000 mark, while 
the enlisted strength hovered below 10,- 
000. During the eight years following the 
cessation of the World War, Army avia- 
tion marked time. The urge for economy 
in the administration of the Army dic- 
tated the policy of very limited pro- 
curement of new airplanes until the war- 
time stock on hand was exhausted. 

The relatively slow progress military 
aviation made in those years led to 
various investigations and studies by 
Congressional and War Department com- 
mittees in order to determine the proper 
strength of the American air force, both 
in personnel and materiel. These inves- 
tigations and studies, coupled with ex- 
haustive hearings before Committees of 
Congress, culminated in the enactment 
of the Air Corps Act of 1926, popularly 
termed the “Air Corps Expansion Act.” 

Better days were ahead of the Air 
Corps, although the progress made in 
its expansion was still of a plodding na- 
ture. Even now, ten years after the 
passage of the above Act, the Air Corps 
is several hundred officers short of its 
allotted commissioned strength and, 
while it is a little above its quota in 
enlisted strength, the number of service 
airplanes on hand is still considerably 
short of the mark. Within the past two 
years the Air Corps was again the sub- 
ject of investigation and study; first, by 
the Special War Department Committee, 
headed by the Hon. Newton D. Baker, 
and later by the Federal Aviation Com- 
mission, headed by Mr. Clark Howell. 

As a result of various recommenda- 
tions made by these two committees, the 
progress of the Air Corps received a 
new impetus. Various regulations then 
instituted by the War Department deal- 
ing with training methods in the Air 
Corps resulted in a considerable advance 
in the flying efficiency of Air Corps 
pilots, particularly in aerial navigation, 
instrument or “blind” flying and night 
flying. 

The 
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creation of the GHQ Air Force 
move in the direction of intro- 
ducing team-work in the functioning of 
the various units of the Air Corps. 
Organized into three wings and com- 
manded by a Major General who is re- 
sponsible under the Chief of Staff in 
peace and under appropriate commander 
in war for all instruction, training, ma- 
neuvers and tactical employment of all 
the elements of his command, the GHQ 
Air Force is distinctly a unified, mobile 





organization which, to use a popular ex- 
pression is able “to go places” without 
any loss of time. 

So far as relates to the type of equip- 
ment now used by the Air Corps, 
America does not have to yield to any 
nation of the world. There has been 
a very notable advance in reliability, 
range, speed and all-around efficiency of 
all types of combat planes, particularly 
the Bombardment type. 

The present high standard of efficiency 
of the various types of combat planes 
utilized by the Army was reached 
through a process of gradual develop- 
ment, which was made possible by the 
provisions of the Air Corps Act of July 
2, 1936, authorizing a more liberal air- 
craft procurement policy. Vrior to the 
enactment of this legislation, the Air 
Corps was handicapped in its efforts to 
secure the type of equipment it needed 
because of the provisions of law requir- 
ing competitive bidding. The provisions 
for aircraft procurement as contained in 
the Air Corps Act of 1926 made it possi- 
ble not only to enlist the interest of a 
larger aircraft industry, but of a greater 
number of aircraft designers. With the 
lure of adequate reward before them 
they were spurred on to more intensive 
efforts and it was but natural that re- 
sults should be obtained. 

It goes without saying that with the 
great improvements made in_ recent 
years in Air Corps equipment there have 
been corresponding advances in the 
morale of the flying personnel and, 





coincident therewith, an upward trend 


in flying technique, organization and 
tactics. 
Realizing as I do the great benefits 


which have accrued to the Air Corps in 
being able to equip itself with the proper 
kind of tools to enable it to function 
as the first line of defense of this na- 
tion, I sincerely hope that, in any future 
legislation affecting the Army Air Corps, 
no changes will be made in the 1926 
law covering aircraft procurement 
methods which will lose the great bene- 
fits secured under this law. 

As a result of recent authorizations 
by Congress for new airplanes, it may 
be confidently expected that the Air 
Corps will reach its quota in airplane 
strength within the next several years. 
There still remains to be remedied the 
existing shortage in piloting personnel, 
and unless this ill is cured in the very 
near future the Air Corps may find itself 
in the situation of not having enough 
pilots to man its airplanes. 

It is believed that the foregoing 
resume will show that during the ten 
years the Air Corps Act of 1926 has been 
in force it has proved of inestimable 
benefit in aiding the Army Air Corps to 
greater progress and accomplishment. 
Since the Air Corps is a fast moving 
organization, in which development is 
extremely rapid as compared with simi- 
lar organizations in other lines, we have 
perhaps reached a time when new legis- 
lation can be enacted with advantage 
and which will prove, over the next ten 
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years, an aid to Air Corps progress equa) 
to that which has been secured under 
the Air Corps Act of 1926 during the 
past ten years.
